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the control and management thereof upon which the said boards
and council cannot agree, shall be determined by the state high-
way commission,

11. The maintenance of such bridge shall be borne by the mu-
nicipality or municipalities constructing the same in proportion
to the assessed valuation of each as fixed by the counly board.

12. When any municipality or municipalities have constructed
@ bridge under this section, the property in such municipality
shall thereafter be subject to taxation by the county for the
construction and repair of bridges within such county under
Section 1319 of the statutes.

SectioN 2. This act shall take effect npon passage and pub-
lication.

CHAPTER 419.

AN ACT to appropriate to the superintendent of public prop-
erty a sum of money therein named to purchase state flags
to be carried by Wisconsin infantry and artillery volunteers
at the Grand Review.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and

Assembly, do enact as follows:

SeEcTioON 1. There is appropriated to the superintendent of
public property, out of any money in the treasury not other-
wise appropriated, the sum of two hundred and fifty dollars
for the purpose of purchasing twenty-two state flags to be car-
ried at the Grand Review to be held during the summer of 1915,
one for each of the following regiments of infantry volunteers
and batteries of artillery volunteers: The second, third, fifth,
sixth, seventh, twelfth, sixteenth, seventeenth, eighteenth, nine-
teenth, twenty-first, twenty-second, twenty-fifth, twenty-sixth,
thirty-first, thirty-second, thirty-sixth, thirty-seventh and thirty-
eighth regiments of infantry Wisconsin volunteers; the fifth and
twelfth Wisconsin volunteer batteries of light artillery, and the
first heavy artillery of Wisconsin volunteers.

Secriox 2. This aet shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lieation.
